Poulson  Receives  Pli.D. 


Jenniev  J.  Poulson,  head  of 
BYU’s  Housing  and  Home  Man-, 
agement  Department  has  just 
been  awarded  a doctor  of  phil- 
osophy degree  in  socialogy  at 
Iowa  State  University. 

DR.  POULSON,  who  believes 
there  is  a real  need  for  more  w'o- 
men  in  the  area  of  family  living 
with  advanced  degrees,  was  the 
only  woman  in  a group  of  24  re- 
ceiving Ph.D.  degrees  at  the  end 
of  the  first  summer  session. 

“I  do  feel  that  more  of  our 
LDS  women  should  go  on  and  get 
their  advanced  degrees,”  says  Dr. 
Poulson.  “This,  however,  should 
not  be  done  at  the  expense  of  a 
family”  she  added.  “There  is  a 
lot  of  research  not  being  done 
because  there  aren’t  the  trained 
women  to  do  it.” 

IN  1933  Dr.  Poulson  received 
her  B.S.  degree  from  BYU.  Her 
major  was  clothing  and  textiles 
and  her  minor  was  foods  and 
nutrition.  Later  on  in  1954  she 
4'eceive(I  her  masters  degree  in 
home  management  from  Iowa 
State  University. 

We  often  have  the  concept  that 
older  people  can’t  learn  as  fast 
as  young  people.  “I  don’t  go  along 


with  that”  commented  Dr.  Poul- 
son. “I  think  that  older  people 
can  go  to  school  and  learn.”  Take 
just  one  step  at  a time;  don’t 
look  at  it  all  at  once  because  it 
looks  too  impossible.” 

BEFORE  COMING  to  BYU  last 
September,  Dr.  Poulson  had  been 
an  associate  professor  in  the  Ex- 
tension Services  of  Utah  State 
University.  She  has  been  a mem- 
ber of  several  honor  societies 
such  as  the  National  Home  Eco- 
nomics Association  and  the  Na- 
tional Council  on  Family  Rela- 
tions. She  was  president  elect  of 
the  Utah  State  Home  Economics 
Association  in  1961  but  leaving  to 
do  graduate  work  prevented  her 
from  becoming  president. 

HER  - MASTER’S  thesis  was 
entitled  “Resources  for  Rural 
Living  in  the  Economic  Areas 
of  Utah”  and  her  doctors  disserta- 
tion she  did  on  “Factors  Affect- 
ing the  Extent  of  Goal  Agreement 
Between  Husbands  and  Wives.”

Poll  Answers 
Student  Letters 

Dear  Editor: 

This  is  an  acknowledgement  of 
the  comments  of  Henry  Curtis, 
Stan  Jameson,  and  those  who 
modestly  expressed  themselves  as 
“Names  on  file.” 

The  letter  to  which  twenty-one 
of  my  colleagues  and  I affixed 
our  names  in  last  Thursday’s 
UNIVERSE  was  not  at  all  intend- 
ed as  censorship.  Indeed,  we  an- 
ticipated that  our  evaluation  of 
NONE  DARE  CALL  IT  TREAS- 
ON would  increase  interest  in  the 
book,  and  the  bookstore  advises 
that  it  has  done  so.  Our  concern 
was  that  a book  which  is  being 
distributed  in  certain  BYU  re- 
ligion classes  and  by  certain  LDS 
home  teachers  would  be  regarded 
as  authoritative  because  of  this 
sponsorship.  Since  we  regard  the 
book  as  anything  but  authorita- 
tive, we  exercised  our  right  under 
the  First  Amendment  to  call  that 
opinion  to  the  attention  of  any 
who  might  be  interested.  If  the 
letter  has  led  anyone  to  read  the 
book  more  critically,  it  has  served 
its  purpose. 

Much  is  made  by  Brother  Cur- 
tis and  Brother  Jameson  of  the 
fact  that  the  book  asks  (p.  226), 
“Is  there  a conspiratorial  plan  to 
destroy  the  United  States  . . 
while  the  letter  attributes  to  the 
book  the  charge  that  there  IS  “a 
conspiratorial  plan  . . .”  Since  no 
one  reading  the  book  is  left  with 
any  doubt  about  how  the  author 
answers  his  question,  one  wond- 
ers at  this  quibble.  John  Stormer 
would  not  have  written  his  book, 
or  selected  his  title,  if  he  were 
not  concinced  that  a treasonable 
conspiracy  is,  and  has  for  years, 
been  eating  into  the  vitals  of  the 
country.  Nor  would  the  local 
members  of  the  John  Birch  So- 
ciety be  distributing  the  book, 
nor,  I suspect,  would  Brother 
Curtis  and  Brother  Jameson  have 
written  thei**  letters,  if  they  did 
not  share  this  view.  All  these 
people  are  certainly  entitled  to 
their  opinion,  but  so  are  we  who 
disagree  with  them. 

There  is  a certain  incongruity 
in  the  use  of  the  phrase  “learned 
professors”  as  an  epithet  in  a 
letter  to  a university  newspaper. 
Brother  Jameson  should  know 
] that  the  signers  of  Thursday’s 
; letter  are  by  no  means  the  only 
members  of  the  BYU  faculty  who 
take  a dim  view  of  the  conspiracy 
theory  of  American  history  and 
politics,  of  which  Stormer’s  book 
is  only  a recent  example.,  I invite 
him  to  seek  endorsements  of  the 
Stormer  thesis  in  the  social  sci- 
ence or  humanities  departments 
of  this  university  . or  for  that 
matter  in  any  univ'ersity  in  the 
United  States;  he  will  find  them 
very  rare.  One  explanation  of  this 
fact,  of  course,  is  that  the  teach- 
ers of  the  country  have  been 
brain  washed  in  the  Communist- 
infiltrated  graduate  schools.  An- 
other possibility  is  that  the  teach- 
ers of  American  history,  govern- 
ment and  economics,  of  Russian 
I history  and  government,  and  of 
political  philosophy  have  over- 
whelmingly'rejected  the  conspir- 
atorial interpretation  on  the  basis 
of  honest  inquiry  into  the  facts. 
One  would  hope  that  students  in 
a university  would  be  willing  to 
consider  both  hypotheses.
